Senator Taft 
Favors Attack 
On Red China 


Says World War HI 
Can Be Halted 
With Assault Now 


NEW YORK—(AP)—Sen. 


Robert A. Taft (R-Ohio) says 
prevention of a third world 
conflict "cannot now be ac- 
complished without an ag- 
gressive war aaginst Com- 
munist China. 


Taft spoke last night at a 


meeting of the Yale Engi- 
neering association. 


"It seems utterly ridiculous 


to me," he said, "that when 
there are 500,000 (National- 
ist Chinese) soldiers on For- 
mosa, some of them well- 
trained and ready to go, and 
thousands of guerrillas in 
South China with whom they 
can cooperate, we should not 
permit raids and invasion to 
make as much trouble for the 
Chinese Communists as pos- 
sible. 


"I cannot see why such a policy 


would in any way incite Russia 
to war unless they're determined 
to go to war anyway." 


"Wholly Justified" 


"From a moral standpoint," 


the .Ohio Republican added, "we 
would bo wholly justified in a 
complete invasion of China to 
punish an unprovoked aggressor. 
Practical considerations, of course, 
make it impossible, and no one 
has proposed It. 


"Gen. MacArthur and everyone 


else .knows it wou[d take many 
'American "divisions',''and ihatfthose 
divisions are not available and 
will not be for two years. Also I 
agree that such a general invasion 
of China might 
unduly incite 


Soviet Russia to war. 


Purpose Lost 


"If the 
original 
sending of 


American troops to Korea was to 
prevent World War III—as the 
president said last (Wednesday) 
night—then that purpose has been 
long completely lost from sight," 
Taft declared. 


"It cannot now be accomplished 


without an aggressive war against 
Communist China and a punish- 
ment of the aggressor, as the 
North Koreans were punished."

Ousting of MacArthur Fails to 
o 


Solve Basic Korean Problem 


Basic to the entire dilemma confronting the United 


States and the UN in the Far East is how to conclude the 
war in Korea. As that conflict is now being conducted, no 
one can see any end to it. Soldiers in the field and people at 
home wonder where we are heading and how long the fight- 
ing will last.. 


The puzzle is not solved by the ouster of General Mac- 


Arthur—it is only highlighted. In fact, his successor, Gen- 
eral Ridgway, declared just a short time ago—"I see no end 
to the military operations unless there is a political settle- 
ment." AH this concern is perfectly natural. 


From the fact our troops are shoving the Communists 


northward above the 38th parallel, it's evident our top diplo- 
mats and military men don't consider that line a final stop- 
ping point. But it's just as plain that with General Ridgway's 
present force he can't hope to thrust the Chinese and North 
Korean Reds out of all Korea. 
• 
• • 


A fresh look at the map shows why. Above Pyongyang, 


the Red capital, the peninsula constricts to a narrow waist 
about 100 miles across, which is probably defensible against 
heavy odds with the force we have. But north of that Korea 
fans out broadly like the upper half of an hour glass. The 
border touching Manchuria and Siberia is 500 miles long. 


Obviously it is much harder to protect that border than 


to secure the Korean waist against new. Red thrusts. Espe- 
cially since a defending army could not get at enemy bases 
enjoying sanctuary behind the Yalu river. 


Furthermore, while Red bases thus have a certain im- 


munity, the reverse is true of UN forces. As last fall's head- 
long retreat showed, an army stretching its supply lines from 
southern Pusan clear to the Yalu is extremely vulnerable to 
enemy assault. 


These are the basic difficulties which limit the action of 


UN troops in Korea.' Those forces cannot be expected to do 
a job that is meant for a bigger army. And they cannot be 
expected to safeguard extended supply lines when they're 
barred from attacking the enemy's privileged bases. 


Here we run smack into the riddle American and other 


UN leaders are puzzling over. They believe that to bomb 
Manchurian bases or invade the Chinese mainland might 
well unleash general war in the Orient, with Russia fully in- 
volved. This they don't want because they fear it would 
leave Europe weakened and exposed, and they regard Europe 
as the greater prize, to be held above all. 
• 
• • 


This ist he real heart of the matter. The U. S. and other 


UN countries are trying to fight a war in Korea that will 
liberate the peninsula and yet fall short of precipitating gen- 
eral war. That is no mean trick. It isn't a bit surprising 
that leaders hesitate over just how far they can go. 


Yet some kind of decision must be reached before long. 


Bombing Manchuria and invading China proper are out so 
long as top officials believe it means a larger war. But should 
we or our allies or both send more troops to Korea? 


To an outsider far from the front, such a decision looks 


like the first order of business. If the answer is a final flat 
no on more soldiers, then it will be apparent to us.and 
to all that we have no intention of freeing the entire penin- 
sula. The prospects then would be either the ebb and flow 
of continuous campaigning over perhaps years, or some kind 
of stalemate somewhere between the 38th parallel and the 
Korean waist. 


Only a Chinese collapse or withdrawal of Russian aid to 


the aggressor could alter this outlook. 


Which course is it to be? Delay in deciding is no en- 


couragement to the sound conduct of this war either on the 
diplomatic front or in the field.

An ulcer of the stomach cannot 


safely be ignored. Most of those 
who have this disease do well in 
.he long run. But those who are 
sarless about diet or other treat- 
ment run 
great 
danger 
from 


bleeding and perforation. Bleeding 
rom. an ulcer can be exceedingly 
serious and is more common the 
longer the ulcer has been present 
If the ulcer breaks all the way 
through the stomach wall (pcr- 
roratlon). an immediate operation 
is necessary. 


It is not only t>ccause of these 


serious complications that it is 
important to take good care of an 
ulcer, but also no one can feel 
really well or work efficiently if 
the ulcer is causing distress con- 
stantly. Early diagnosis, appro- 
priate treatment, and, on the part 
of the patient, following directions 
accurately and consistently, are 
necessesary to get the best results. 


There is such a thing as learn- 


ing to live with one's ulcer until 
it has healed. AH the doctor can 
do is give advice. In addition to 
the specific direction about diet, 
powders or other medicine, this 
usually includes a warning about 
living calmly, getting plenty of 
rest, adequate vacations and simi- 
lar general measures. Quite often 
all this involves a change in the 
routine of living and perhaps in 
attitude toward life.

A good many patients with 


ulcers question their doctors about 
smoking, coffee and alcohol. On 
this there are some differences 
of opinion though even the most 
liberal physicians will 
caution 


against excessive use of any of 
these.

Apparently smoking docs not 


stimulate, the secretion of the 
stomach juices, but some ulcer 
patients definitely feel worse from 
smoking just the same. Many doc- 
tors prohibit smoking entirely and 
some do not. 
Coffee and alcohol 


do stimulate the secretions of acid, 
and while they probably do not 
cause an ulcer, there is no reason 
:o believe that they help one to. 
leal either.

War III.) 


This sturdy soldier, with one of

The drops landed several hun- 
dred feet away from Hodgkins in the crater,-which is 
a mile and a half across and full of snowdrifts, mounds 
and caverns.

Outspoken Ways Cost Him His Job, 
Too; Also Brought Court-Martial 


By RICHARD KLEINER 


Like Gen. Douglas MacArthur, Brig. Gen. Billy Mitchell 


said what he thought about the way the government was 
running something he felt strongly about. And, like Mac- 
Arthur, it cost him his job. 


But Mitchell's inability to keep quiet also brought him 


a court-martial and suspension from the service. 


In the 1920s, the Billy Mitchell 


case was a shocking event. He 
was one of the greatest heroes of 
World War I, a man who had cap- 
tured public fancy. Yet he was 
hailed 
before a court 
martial 


charged with violating the 96th 
Article of War. 


He was charged with acting 


"to the prejudice of good order 
and military discipline." His trial, 
subsequent sentence and suspen- 
sion all resulted from his intense 
feelings about his country and his 
service which he, like MacArthur, 
loved. 


Mitchell served with glory in 


the first war. He was the first 
airman to fly over Germany, chief 
of the AEF's air service, tempo- 
rary commander of all the Allied 
air services. After the war. he was 
given a four-year appointment, 
with the rank of brigadier-general, 
as assistant chief of the Army Air 
Service. 


During those four years, .he 


continually spoke and wrote and 
advocated stronger air power. It 
was his contention that a "bomb- 
ing airplane" was tactically supe- 


rior to a battleship. He advocated 
a unified air service and tore into 
the Army arid Navy air policies. 
• 
» . . 


The Army General Staff 
was 


perpetually at odds with the dy- 
namic Mitchell. When his appoint- 
ment ran out, Secretary of War 
John W. Weeks wrote a recom- 
mendation to President Coolidge 
that read, in part: "Gen. Mitchell's 
whole course has been so lawless, 
so contrary to the building up of 
an efficient organization, so lack- 
ing in team work, so indicative 
of a desire for publicity at the 
expense of everyone with whom 
he is associated, that his actions 
make him unfit for a high admin- 
istrative position." 


Coolidge let Mitchell revert to 


his permanent rank of coloneL He 
was exiled to the 8th Corps Area 
at San Antonio, but the obvious 
attempt to sidetrack and silence 
him failed. 


When the dirigible Shenandoah 


was destroyed, Mitchell said the 
disaster was the result of "incom- 
petence, criminal negligence and

eral staff of the Army and the 
general board Of the Navy to de- 
preciate the value of air power." 


For seven weeks, the court mar- 


tial heard evidence. They heard 
Mitchell described as a "self-ad- 
vertising demagog" and likened to 


Aaron Burr. Finally, he was sen- 
tenced—the court said it was le- 
nient because of his military rec- 
ord—to suspension from the serv- 
ice for five years 'and forfeiture of 
all pay and allowances. Coolidge 
upheld the sentence, although he 
modified I tto give Mitchell half- 


Until his death in 1936, Mitchell 


kept on talking. Time has prov*0 
that he was right in his beliefs 
about the value of air power. But 
his right to talk with such fervor 
is still debated, as it was in the 
days of the court martial.

Lt.-Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, as successor to General MacArthur, has taken over an impressive list of formal military 
titles—Supreme Commander, Allied Powers; Commander-in Chief, United Nations Command, and others—but to the 
G.I.'s under his command, he's still the "Front Line General." It was characteristic that when sought for comment 
on the MacArthur firing he could not be reached because he was up at the front. The partly bald, six-foot paratrooper 
has spent much of his time since assuming command in Korea slogging through snow and mud near the front lines, 
with hand grenades strapped on his shoulder harness, sometimes with a rifle slung over his shoulder. Wounded men 
of every nation fighting with UN forces have looked up from their stretchers to see -General Ridgway bending over, 
for a visit. The f 5-year-old general is known as a man without fear. He has every U. S. decoration for heroism except 
the Congressional Medal—and-some of them twice. The striking portrait, left, expresses his iron character and the

Employes told the senators that 


their morale was low and that 
there were periods when Miss 
Whitney was unavailable. 


Mrs. Alice Boyden, a guard for 


six years, condemned the new 
program claiming it "glorified in- 
mates too much, causing them- to 
feel equal to the employes." 


A trust fund clerk, Mrs. Alber- 


tina Miller, testified Miss Whit- 
ney often was absent from her 
office and that she had to wait two 
and three days to get checks sign- 
ed.

Miss Whitney said that in Jan- 


uary Jonnie Pitts, 23-year-old Chi- 
cago Negress, attacked a guard, 
Mrs. Mona Harris. She said that 
since the attack the Pitts woman 
has been held in confinement. 


Mrs. Harris, who suffered stab 


wounds, is still under doctors 
treatment. 


The Negress was sentenced from 


the Chicago circuit court to a. one 
to 14 year term for manslaughter. 


Miss Whitney also told the com- 


mittee that there are a number of 
inm'ates at the reformatory who 
are classified as crimnially in- 
sane and should be placed in an 
institution that can care for them. 


Housed in Cottages 


The Dwight reformatory houses 


inmates in cottages with 15 to 25 
women in each cottage. There is 
no institution operated in Illinois 
for criminally insane females.
